Payments and sworn statements of 
Income must roach Internal Revenue 
ofllcos on or before March 15, and there 
are severe penalties for delinquency. 


Residents of Pennsylvania will make 
returns and pay their taxes to the 
nearest of the following collectors of 
Internal Revenue:: Ephraim Ledei**r, 
Philadelphia; Benjamin F. Davis, Lan­ 
caster? Fred 0. Kirkendall, Scranton; 
C. Gregg Lewollyn, Pittsburgh. 


“Pay your Income Tax by March 
15,” Is the slogan of the Internal Rc'e- 
ntie Bureau, which has sent every 
available oilieer into tho held to help 
the public to understand the require­ 
ments and to prepare the returns. 


Who Must Mako Return. 


It Is estimated that many thousands 
of single and married persons in this 
section of the United States who have 
never before made annual returns are 
required to do so this S'ear. 


Income tax returns must be mad#» 
between now and March 15 by person* 
who come under the following classiti- 
cations * 


Any unmairled person whose 19iS 
net Income was $1,000 or over. 
Wid­ 
ows and widowers, divorcees and mnr 
lied persons who are living apart fro n 
their husbands or wives, are for tl ** 
purposes of tho Income Tax classed 
as unmarried. 


Any married person living with wlre 
or husband whofce 191S net income w; * 
v2,000 or over. 
T1 e Income of bo* t 
husband and wife must be considered, 
together with the earnings of min^r 
children, If any. 


Revenue Bureau Offers Aid. 


Each person in the United States 
who Is in either of these dasslilcatioi s 
must get busy at once If penalties au* 
to be avoided. 
lie should secure a 
blank Form 1040 A for reporting m r 
income up to $5,000, or Form 1040 if 
his net Income exceeded that amount 
Forms are being distributed by Collee 
tors and their Deputies, also by banks. 
By following the instructions on tli* 
forms a correct return can be prepared 
at home. 
If a person needs advice or 
aid, the Deputy Collectors in the field 
will furnish this without charge. 


The new Revenue law places the In­ 
come Tax duty on citizens and resi­ 
dents. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau 
Is senjlIng Its men to work right with 
the public to get the tux and the re­ 
turns In. 
With active co-operation, 
every tax due March 15 will be paid 
and every return required by law will 
be in the Revenue oillces on time. 


Exemptions Allowed. 


A single person Is allowed a personal 
exemption of $1,000. 
If he is support­ 
ing In his household relatives who are 
dependent upon him, he may claim tho 
status of the head of a family who has 
the same exemption as if married. 


A married person, who lives with 
wife or husband, is allowed a personal 
exemption of $2,000. 
The head of a 
family is entitled to claim a similar 
personal exemption. 


An additional exemption of $200 Is 
allowed for each person under eighteen 
or Incapable of self support, who was 
dependent upon and received his chief 
support from the taxpayer. 


A husband and wifo living together 
are entitled to but ono personal ex­ 
emption of $2,000. 
If they make sep­ 
arate returns, the exemption may be 
claimed by either or divided. 


Accuracy Required. 


Absolute accuracy is necessary in 
making up Income figures, 
Any per­ 
son who is working for wages should 
find out exactly.how much he recehed 
during the whole year 1018. 
Fees, 
bank Interest, bond interest, dividends, 
rents received, and alt other items 
must 
be 
reported 
correctly. 
Mere 
guesses are not accepted, for they are 
unjust alike to the taxpayer and the 
Government, and defeat the proper ad­ 
ministration of the law.

STRANGE VISITORS TO INDiAKS 


Savages 
Not 
Unnaturally Alarmed 


When Airmen "Dropped In" to 


Their Village. 


Army aviators stationed at France 


flold, near Cristobal, in thi Panama 
conal /.one, arc- rnquired t(» do much 
of their flying over water and along the 
coast. Recently two pilots made a 
flight to the Gulf of St. Bias, which is 
situated on the Atlantic coast about 
one hundred miles west of France field. 
The mainland and small islands in the 
gulf are inhabited by Indians, who *re 
very unfriendly. 


Due to the overheating of a motor 


one of the pilots was compelled to de- 
scend, and landed on one of the most 
populous of the islands. 
His compan- 


ion In the second airplane followed 
him. 
Consternation reigned among the 


natives when the two airplanes "tax- 
ied" up to the dugout.village and came 
to a halt. What followed is described 
in the bulletin of the air service which 
contains an official report of the trip: 


"It is doubtful who was the most 


fearful on this occasion, for when the 
be^oggled pilots alighted from their 
machines the entire population of the 
island was lined up, armed to the teeth. 
The chief of the village very reluct- 
antly took his place at the head of this 
aggregation and with a machete in his 
hand greeted the visitors with a scowl. 


"One of the pilots was a new arrival 


in Panama and unfamiliar with stories 
about the unfriendliness of the Indians. 
As soon as he stepped on the beach he 
rushed up nnd greeted the chief in a 
very effusive manner, and fortunately 
Ins friendly smile was properly inter- 
preted. After'this the pilots were per- 
mitted to go through the village, and 
by way of courtesy the chief was ask- 
ed by means of signs to take a ride 
in one of the airplanes, which invita- 
tion was not accepted." 


The pilots tried to take pictures of 


the Indians, but the appearance of the 
camera aroused such hostility that they 
finally gave up the attempt. 
Before 


leaving Hie village the chief and ti few 
of the young men were induced to 
smoke cigarettes which the aviators 
produced.
